g rab it with both hands: o ne hand

plenty* stro ng eno ug h to handle it. 
Turn the ball over until the ho les in it

ling er, and lift it from its 
position, letting tho arm 
bang natur­ 
ally by tho side. 
Then walk to the position you desire 
behind the foul line.
